The Suffrage Amendment Is Great
and Necessary Democratic War

Measure.
(Atlanta Georgian.)

The President has made publt the
following letter, which he addressed a
few weeks ugo to Henutor Shields, of
Tennessee:

The White House, Wushlnfton.
My Dear Senator: I feel so deeply

the possibilities latent In the vote
which la presently to be taken by tho
senate that I am taking a step which
In ordinary circumstances I would not
feel Justified in taking, aid aak you
very frunkly If It will not be posslblo
for you to vote for the umendment. I
feel that much of the morale of this
country nnd of the world will repose In
our sincere adherence to democratic
principles, will depend upon th action
which the senate takes In thla now
critically Important matter. If It wero
merely a domestic question, or if tho
times were normal, I would not feel
that I could make a direct request of
this sort: but the times are far from
normal, the fortunes of nations ure so
linked together, the reactions upon tho
thought of the world ure ho sharp and
Involve such momentous Issues that I
know thnt you will Indulge my unusual
course of action and permit me to beg
very earnestly that you will lend your
aid In clearing away tho difficulties
which undoubtedly beset us If tho
amendment Is not adopted.

(Signed) WOODBOW WILSON.

To this appeal Senator Shields
saying that he could not sea

his way clear to abandon his opposi-
tion to tho federal suffrage amendment
nnd thut he was compelled to d'asent
from the President's argument that tho
passage of the amendment would con-
tribute to winning the war.

The President replied to Senator
Shields, saying In part:

"I would not have written ns I did
if I had not thought that the passage
of the amendment at this time was nn
essential psychological element In the
conduct of tho war for democracy. I
am led hy tho single sentence In your
letter, therefore, to write to say that I
do earnestly believe that our action
upon this amendment will have an imp-

ortant-nnd immediate Influence upon
the whole atmosphere and morale of
the nations engaged In the war, and
every day I nm coming to see how
supremely Important thnt side of the
whole thing is. We can win if we have
the will to win."

We believe that the President Is right
in his estimate of the usefulness of
the federal suffrage amendment as a

g factor.
We think with Mr. Wilson that while

we are engaged In a world war If
Ideals of democracy we should insti-
tute nnd maintain every one of those
Ideals at home.

And It seems to us that we can
hnrd'v claim to be In the van of the
world's democracies so lonr as we re-
